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Region 5 CEO says 
concerns unfounded

Regional Health Authority 5 
chief executive officer says he 
admits there are some commu¬ 
nication problems with the Dids¬ 
bury area but, he says there is 
no need for the public to panic 
about the future of the Didsbury 
Hospital in Regional Health Au¬ 
thority 5. 

“All of this blew up sort of un¬ 
necessarily,” says Jim 
Ramsbottom, CEO of Region 
Five. 

“There are some accusations 
that the level of care is deterio¬ 
rating and that is really offen¬ 
sive to the staff here who are 
doing their darndest. Patient 
care is not deteriorating and it 
would concern us if it was,” says 
Ramsbottom. He believes 
miscommunication has been the 
whole problem and cause of con¬ 
cern for residents who fear re¬ 
sources are lagging behind at the 
hospital and it is in danger of be¬ 
ing closed for good. 

“Our board has always main¬ 
tained we’ll do our darndest to 
keep all hospitals in the region 
open. It’s never been our inten¬ 
tion to close this facility,” he 
says. The downsizing of number 
of beds in the Didsbury Hospi¬ 
tal was necessary because the 
number of active beds were far 
above provincial target num¬ 
bers. 

“The downsizing is not just 
here in Didsbury,” says 
Ramsbottom adding that just re¬ 
cently the Drumheller facility 
was reduced from 110 to 88 open 
beds. 

Besides, he adds residents 
aren’t seeing the fact that there 
has also been an upgrading of 
services since regionalization 
two years ago. He points to the 
$500,000 spent on bringing men¬ 
tal health services into the area. 

“I think we have always been 
sensitive to the needs of this 
area.” Ramsbottom says there 
has been formal surveying by 
the board of area residents as to 


pleased the recommendation to 
the Minister of Health will be to 
leave the current boundaries as 
they are because he feels all that 
is needed is some time and com¬ 
munication clarification be¬ 
tween the public, the Didsbury 
and District Hospital Task Force 
and the board of RHA 5. 

“Maybe the overall picture is 
that they (the Boundary Review 
Committee) felt there hasn’t 
been enough time trying to work 
out our problems,” says 
Ramsbottom.

travels across Alberta. 

Ramsbottom adds that the 
area requested to be in Region 
Five in the first place because 
they feared they would be swal¬ 
lowed up by a larger region and 
he questions why the attitude 
has changed now with the Task 
Force looking into re-aligning 
with the Calgary Regional 
Health Authority. 

“The bottom line is you need 
to look at what is the risk of mov¬ 
ing.” He believes in the long run 
Didsbury residents will be bet¬ 
ter taken care of in the current 
region although he says he does 
recognize the obvious north/ 
south traffic corridor and real¬ 
izes residents will pretty much 
always continue to go to Calgary 
for their health care services 
rather than travel east to 
Drumheller. 

“We should be doing what¬ 
ever we can to keep our people 
at home,” says Ramsbottom, al¬ 
though he says because the 
funding is following the patient, 
a patient will get the same care 
no matter where they choose. He 
also adds some services will al-

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Town signs runway extension agreement

The town of Didsbury council 
agreed to sign an agreement that 
will see $80,000 grant from the 
province towards extending the 
runway at the Olds/Didsbury 
Airport. 

The Airport Commission has 
been seeking out the money to 
extend the runway from 2950 
feet to 4001 feet next year be¬ 
cause they feel the extension 
would improve facilities to air¬ 
port users, both commercial and 
private, whose money would help 
it on its way to self-sufficiency. 
They have also recently built one 
additional hangar and plans are 
in the works for another hangar 
to be rented out. 

The commission received word 


of the $80,000 approval from Al¬ 
berta Transportation and Utili¬ 
ties in the spring. The legal 
agreement had to go through 
some wording changes and be 
signed by both co-owners of the 
Airport, the Didsbury and Olds 
town councils. 

The land acquisition for the 
strip had to be approved by 
county council who own the 
land. Preparation work associ¬ 
ated with the extension includ¬ 
ing construction of the earth em¬ 
bankment, construction of the 
base pavement, improvements to 
lighting and painting of new 
markings, will be done with the 
help of the County of Mountain 
View equipment and resources. 

The most important part of 


the legal agreement was, "the 
airport remains open as an un¬ 
restricted public facility year 
round for at least ten years." 

In a letter from the Minister 
of Transportation, Walter 
Paszkowski, he suggested the 
possible coordination of the run¬ 
way extension paving with the 
paving scheduled for Highway 
2A in 1998. 

The payout for the project 
will be upon completion of the 
asphalt runway. 

On the issue of the airport, 
town council also agreed to 
raise their subsidy which was 
cut in half in this year's budget 
for the operation of the airport. 
The town will now write a 
cheque for $5,250 instead of 


$2,625. The main reason for the 
decision was based on the fact 
that the Olds town council mem¬ 
bers had expressed dissatisfac¬ 
tion with the town cutting the 
subsidy in half without inform¬ 
ing Olds due to the fact they are 
supposed to be equal partners. 

Council voted to bring the 
subsidy back up with only 
Coun. Gary Dolha opposed. Al¬ 
though Coun. Dorothy Moore- 
Anderson voted in favor she 
said, "I would like to see it 
brought up for now, but I 
wouldn't like to see it continue 
after that." She quoted a scien¬ 
tific survey which she said 
showed 62% of Didsbury resi¬ 
dents don't feel the airport is an 
asset to the town.

World in students 1 hands 

On Wednesday, Nov. 12 from 9 a.m. to noon students from 
Didsbury High School will have a rare opportunity to control the 
entire world's future as participants in the award-winning Global 
Change Game.

Although he admits, one doctor to every 1000 patients is a 
provincial target, this area with approximately 11,000 people, 
has about the same ratio as other rural areas. He adds there 
are doctors at such close proximity in Olds, it would work out 
to be close to the target. (Olds falls within the David Thompson 
Regional Health Authority and not Region 5.) 

A new doctor with a sub-specialty is scheduled to arrive in 
the area in the summer of 1998. 

The local Task Force says they were promised at a meeting 
with the board earlier this year that Didsbury would be getting 
at least four new doctors in the future. Ramsbottom says this 
was a misunderstanding and the board actually told the Task 
Force that four doctors were enough. 

Last weekend the Town of Didsbury set up a booth at a Ru¬ 
ral Physicians Recruitment Fair in Calgary and Edmonton at¬ 
tempting to encourage newly graduated doctors to locate in 
Didsbury. The town administrator called Ramsbottom to ask 
about offering doctors a set $10,000 incentive for relocation to 
Didsbury. He was told Region 5 would not be offering that in¬ 
centive because it feels Didsbury has adequate doctors for its 
size and the incentive had already been offered to the new doc¬ 
tor for next year. 

The town attended the fair anyway and attempted to ‘sell’ 
Didsbury on ita quality of life only. Region 5 did not attend the 
fair at all because the board did not “feel it was necessary," 
according to Ramsbottom. He says other methods of attracting 
doctors to the area, without offering a monetary incentive, in¬ 
clude taking practicum students at local hospitals and speak¬ 
ing directly to medical school classes. 

In the meantime, Ramsbottom says the RHA 5 board will 
continue in an attempt to clarify some of the situations for the 
public and will also continue to consult with residents between 
here and Cremona as to their feelings about what is needed.

Notes from the Frontier: Who's better off?

Mpfl lipP the collar, but the level of frustration 
j they must feel has got to be at the 
boiling point. Just being a passive ob¬ 
server to the whole situation and sit¬ 
ting in on meetings, and I begin to feel frustrated that nobody 
is listening. 

First of all the Boundary Review Committee seems to have 
seen the Hospital Task Force as a bunch of whiners who will 
never be happy, whomever they are aligned with. They point out 
that this area asked to be in Ilegion 5 to begin with. Yes, there 
is no denying that, however, times and opinions can change 
especially when one realizes that Didsbury sits over here, a 
sliver on the boundary map between two other regions, and no 
matter how much screaming we do, by the time the sound 
carries all the way to Drumheller it has become but a mere 
whisper. 

Another reason the Review Committee was way off base as 
far as I'm concerned is that they strayed completely away from 
their mandate. The original purpose was to travel around 
Alberta and listen via formal presentations to what average 
Albertans felt about their current boundaries. So, our Task 
Force speaking on behalf of public outcry and concern at a 
meeting earlier this year did exactly that, they told the commit¬ 
tee what this area was feeling and the frustrations that were 
arising. With them they carried a stack of surveys (literally 
hundreds) that presented opinions of the average Didsburian. 
No one on the committee asked if they could sit down and read 
those surveys, listen to exactly what we had to say. The Task 
Force spoke for the majority of the people in the area. 

However, in the full length report that was given to the 
minister by the committee it simply mentioned the Task Force 
but blew them off. On the other hand, it stated quite clearly that 
"RHA 5 indicated their satisfaction with their present bound¬ 
ary," and based their decision on that. When Jim Ramsbottom, 
CEO for Region 5, was asked about their presentation he stated 
it was not a formal presentation but rather a comment from the 
chairman of the Region’s board. The first problem with that is 
that presentations were supposed to be formal, like the one by 
the Task Force. The second problem is that they are not the 
average Albertan. Of course the board is happy with the current 
boundaries - they like their job and the money they make. If 
Didsbury were to leave, there would be 11,000 less people in the 
region which would surely mean a cut in administration at 
Region 5. 

Once again it is the government manipulating things to get 
the outcome they want. They didn't really listen. They sort of sat 
there with their fingers crossed under the table. 

Our Task Force has been questioned time and time again, by 
the Review Committee, the Minister and by the local MLA 
Richard Marz, whether they are really speaking on behalf of the 
public and what proof do they have. How about a stack of 
surveys? How about a public meeting with at least 600 in 
attendance and people being turned away at the door for lack of 
space? 

Well, Marz wants proof and so does the Minister so let's give 
it to them. If you feel the Task Force has valid concerns you want 
addressed, call the Minister’s office at 310-0000 and ask for 427- 
3665 and tell him the Task Force has your support. If you can 
get through, apparently were not the only jurisdiction who feels 
their concerns went unanswered.

Four years ago, the govern¬ 
ment of Alberta began an aggres¬ 
sive program to get people off 
welfare. 

In terms of its first objective, 
reducing the number of people 
on public assistance, the pro¬ 
gram has been spectacularly suc¬ 
cessful. The caseload in Alberta 
has fallen by nearly 60%, from 
more than 94,000 to fewer than 
40,000. But have the changes 
caused suffering? 

According to a recent study 
conducted by the Canada West 
Foundation (CWF) in Calgary, 
not much at all. The study took 
a unique approach. It directly 
asked many of the thousands of 
affected individuals and families 
how the reforms had changed 
their lives. The answers were 
revealing. 

Two-thirds of the people sur¬ 
veyed were working, and eighty 
percent of them believed life had 
improved since they left welfare. 
Most had full-time jobs. Ninety 
percent agreed that able-bodied 
welfare recipients should work 
for their benefits. Almost three- 
quarters felt there would be 
fewer social problems if individu¬ 
als and their families took more 
responsibility for themselves. 

These results are startling, 
especially in the light of conven¬ 
tional social assistance wisdom, 
which labels any effort to reduce 
welfare caseloads as “mean-spir¬ 
ited”. Those who had found em¬ 
ployment were earning an aver¬ 
age of $1,300 a month, a lot more 
than a minimum-wage earner 
can garner working full time. If 
pushing people off welfare gen¬ 


erally increases their incomes, 
how cruel is it? 

The study confirms the suc¬ 
cessful implementation of the 
guidelines laid down by Alberta’s 
Minister of Family and Social 
Services at the beginning of the 
reforms in 1993: 

• No one really wants to be 
on welfare. 

• Recipients cannot be better 
off on welfare than low-income 
working Albertans. 

• Any job is a good job. 

Shrilly derided at the outset, 

these principles have proven 
workable in practice. 

Two-thirds of the survey re¬ 
spondents off welfare reported 
that they had found it difficult 
to obtain adequate food and shel¬ 
ter at least once since leaving the 
program. But more than four- 
fifths of those who had gone back 
on welfare had experienced the 
same problem while previously 
on assistance. Although 11.7% of 
those off welfare said they were 
having trouble meeting basic 
needs “all the time” under the 
new program, 32.5% had reached 
that level of desperation as re¬ 
cipients under the old system. 
Only two out of ten who had left 
welfare used a food bank after¬ 
wards, but more than half of 
those who had returned reported 
doing so. The CWF study found 
clear evidence that “those who 
have left welfare are, as a group, 
better off financially and psycho¬ 
logically than those that are back 
on welfare.” 

Albertans who are unemploy¬ 
able for good reasons, like severe 
handicaps, [CC1] have been 


transferred to “assured support” 
programs that maintain their in¬ 
comes at former levels, but em¬ 
ployable persons have had their 
benefits reduced. The provincial 
government offers them finan¬ 
cial assistance to return to work. 
Supplemental assistance is avail¬ 
able to those whose income from 
employment can’t satisfy basic 
needs or who are temporarily 
unavailable for work or training. 
Programs have been created or 
expanded to provide training and 
work experience, and a third of 
those who have left welfare have 
taken advantage of them. 

That doesn’t mean that pov¬ 
erty and misery have disap¬ 
peared in Alberta. Mental ill¬ 
ness, substance abuse and fam¬ 
ily breakdown cut as wide a 
swath as ever, and nearly half 
of those who went back on the 
dole have sought the assistance 
offered by the government to 
deal with these problems. Al¬ 
most three-quarters of the 
study’s sample rated the staff 
at Family and Social Services 
as five or better out of ten in 
helping them to achieve inde¬ 
pendence, and more than a 
fifth gave them an eight or bet¬ 
ter. 

Those who think social as¬ 
sistance should be generous 
and easy to obtain, as it is al¬ 
most everywhere else, should 
take a look at the CWF study. 

We are doing the poor no fa¬ 
vours by maintaining an ar¬ 
rangement that perpetuates 
their dependence. According to 
most of them, they’re better off 
without it.

Private schools save government money even with funding

The children in Alberta are 
entitled to an education which is 
monitored by Alberta Education. 
Whether the parents of these chil¬ 
dren choose private, public, 
homeschooling, etc., accountabil¬ 
ity is required by Alberta Educa¬ 
tion. 

Private schools are asking for 
the child's full instructional fund 
which is $3,686 and not mainte¬ 


nance, operations and adminis¬ 
tration fund as well. It costs 
$5,500 to educate a child in pub¬ 
lic schools. Since private 
schoolers are not asking for total 
funding, only the instructional 
portion, we are saving the gov¬ 
ernment $1,814 per child. 

There are approximately 
14,202 private schoolers in Al¬ 
berta. (14,202 students multi¬ 
plied by $1,814 per student sav¬ 


ings equals $25, 762, 428) The 
government is saving itself 
$25,762,428 even if private 
schoolers received their full in¬ 
structional funding. Private 
Schoolers are saving money for 
the government by not goingpub- 
lic.

Alberta Heritage Savings trust fund Is strung and growing

This year marks the 20th 
anniversary of the Heritage 
Fund. It is also the year the 
government began restructur¬ 
ing the Fund under a new pur¬ 
pose and new direction. It will 
no longer be used to invest in 
specific projects. Instead, it 
will focus on providing the 
greatest returns on invest¬ 
ment. 

The new direction is based 
on input received from more 
than 50,000 Albertans during 
a 1995 public review of the 
Fund. The majority of those 
Albertans were in favor of 
keeping the Fund, but wanted 
it managed differently. 

On January 1, 1997, the 
first stages of restructuring 
took effect. $10.6 billion of 
Heritage Fund assets were 
placed in a Transitions port¬ 
folio and the remaining $1.2 
billion in an Endowment port¬ 
folio. 


The Transition portfolio 
exists primarily to provide a 
steady stream of interest in¬ 
come to meet the govern¬ 
ment's fiscal goal of eliminat¬ 
ing the debt. Over the next 
nine years the money in this 
fund will gradually be trans¬ 
ferred to the Endowment 
portfolio. 

The Endowment portfolio 
is the true savings account of 
the Heritage Fund. It's de¬ 
signed to provide the best re¬ 
turn over the long-term 
though a diversified mix of 
fixed income securities and 
equities. 

Although the Heritage Fund 
is designed to build a better 
Alberta for future generations, 
it is also contributing to each of 
us on a daily basis. Since 1982, 
the Fund's investment income 
has been channelled into the 
government's general revenue 
fund, the main fund that pays 
for government services like 
health and education.

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Taxpayers confront Chinook's

Chinook's Edge School Board 
was confronted at their meeting 
last week by a group of ratepay¬ 
ers. 

Chairman of the education 
committee arm of the associa¬ 
tion, David Richter opened dis¬ 
cussion by saying, "We are not 
here today to question what the 
students of Chinook's Edge are 
being taught but rather how the 
ratepayers tax dollars are being 
spent." 

About 18 members of the Red 
Deer County Ratepayers Asso¬ 
ciation addressed the board ask¬ 
ing that the trustees adopt three 
resolutions brought to them by 
the group. 

They also stated they have, 
on occasion, requested what 
should be public documents 
which were never given to them. 
They question the ethics of this 
and were told by the board chair, 
Linda Yargeau, she would fur¬ 
ther investigate the matter. 

The first resolution addressed 
concerns of conflict of interest. 
Although it was a general reso¬ 
lution to apply to all adminis¬ 
tration and trustees, in it were 
concerns about specific situa¬ 
tions they believe have taken 
place in the past. 

Ken VanDewark, chairman 
of the association brought for¬ 
ward examples of private busi¬ 
nesses being operated by admin¬ 
istrators who the association 
believes, "used the Chinook's 
Edge schools and programs to 
advertise their business on the 
internet. In addition, there also 
appears to have been company 
workshops operated during nor¬ 
mal school hours." 

VanDewark explained that if 
these accusation were accurate 
it would violate several sections 
of the School Act. Section 101 of 
the School Act restricts any 
employee from being involved 


with any person contracting to 
the board if there is a vested 
interest involved. If there is any 
doubt, that employee is to de¬ 
clare the nature of the business 
and seek the board's approval. 

The ratepayers association 
says these steps were not taken. 

The official resolution sug¬ 
gested the board make a clearly 
defined conflict of interest policy 
in compliance with the School 
Act Section 101. They further 
asked that the resolution in¬ 
clude that "the board investi¬ 
gate any inappropriate use of 
school time, if any, and insist on 
the return of any wages and 
expenses paid out during that 
time." 

"This would help to ensure 
that our students are not and 
never will be schooled for profit," 
said VanDewark. 

Coincidentally, earlier in the 
day,Trustee Anne-Marie Brown 
had put forth a policy request 
dealing with conflict of interest. 
Brown raised the concern that a 
policy was in place for the board, 
however she wished to clarify 
the wording for all employees of 
the board. 

Concerns were raised by act¬ 
ing superintendent, Jim Gib¬ 
bons, that many teachers do 
work outside school hours and 
that if examined closely might 
be considered a conflict of inter¬ 
est, although there was no harm 
being done. 

"Times have really changed 
and there's more opportunity 
for teachers to be entrepre¬ 
neurs... mainly because Alberta 
Education or the Alberta Gov¬ 
ernment is looking at privatiz¬ 
ing or contracting many things 
out," said Gibbons. 

He did however, fully sup¬ 
port the tightening of the cur¬ 
rent wording pertaining to the 
board and Chinook’s Edge ad¬ 
ministration. 


The issue was referred to a 
policy committee meeting and 
will come back to the board at a 
later date. 

The Red Deer County Rate¬ 
payers Association were told of 
the earlier motion and said they 
were pleased it was being ad¬ 
dressed, but wished to have their 
resolution on public record. 

The second resolution re¬ 
garded evaluation of new pro¬ 
grams being implemented and 
paid for by Chinook's Edge. They 
addressed programs like the 7th 
Plan learning atmosphere and 
computer modules as learning 
tools. The concern was that 
these programs were imple¬ 
mented in some cases without 
even seeing the finished product 
before buying it. 

Sandy Chalmers, vice chair 
of the education committee for 
the association said, "Without a 
formal evaluation procedure in 
place we believe that Chinook's 
Edge students are being put at 
risk and that the taxpayers are 
funding projects which have not 
been piloted." 

The resolution suggested to 
the board was that they develop 
a policy regarding the selection 
of new education programs and 
teaching methodologies. The sug¬ 
gestions include formally having 
students, teachers and parents 
evaluate the effectiveness of new 
programs and further that the 
evaluation is made highly public. 

The third resolution put for¬ 
ward addressed the Ratepayers 
Association's concerns that ten¬ 
dering and bidding to provide 
materials to the school board is 
not being handled appropriately. 
They felt some bids were being 
awarded based on the advice of 
people who had a vested interest 
in the companies being awarded 
contracts. 

It stated, "Therefore be it re¬ 
solved that the Chinook's Edge

The board stated they would 
address the resolution before that 
time and inform the association 
of the outcome. 

Trustee Penny Archibald told 
the group, "We are elected and we 
are obliged to listen to you.” 

Board chair responded to the 
Association by saying, 'We wel¬ 
come the opportunity to commu¬ 
nicate with any residents in 
Chinook's Edge."

Heavy snowfall in the County of Mountain View in the last 
couple of years resulted in: 


• high expenditures incurred lor snow removal 

• public concern that County roads were not plowed fast enough 

• long hours put in by County personnel removing the snow 

County Council and administration want to provide an 
adequate service to the ratepayers while keeping the cost as 
reasonable as possible during extreme winter conditions. 
County Council recently reviewed its policy on snowplowing of 
private lanes and driveways. Council concluded that the policy 
should be followed more closely and that County equipment 
would no longer plow private roads or driveways "until all roads 
in the division have been cleared of snow, bona fide emergencies 
excepted." All private snowplowing done by County personnel 
and equipment will be charged at an hourly rate with a 
minimum half hour charge; the current hourly rate is $65/hour. 
County Council may waive snowplowing charges in special 
situations. 

There are private snowplow operators that County ratepayers 
can call to plow their driveways, etc. We are inviting any such 
private operator to provide the County with their name, phone 
number, area of the County in which they will provide 
snowplowing, and rate per hour. County ratepayers may call the 
County Office to obtain a list of private snowplow operators for 
the area in w hich they live. 

A reminder again that residents who are clearing driveways 
by pushing snow across a public road, do so at their own risk. 
Ridges and lumps of snow left on the traveled portion of the road 
are a risk to motorists and potentially libelous to the resident 
responsible for leaving them there. We would further point out 
that large piles of snow left on the edge of the road also create 
problems for the snow plow operators when they are clearing the 
roads. Please push snow as far into the ditch as possible it you 
must push some across the road. Also, make sure that no snow 
ridges are left on the traveled portion of the road that would 
create a hazard for vehicles. 

We hope that snowfall this winter will be average and that the 
difficulties experienced in previous years will be minimal this 
year.

Betty wants 
a song that begins, "I want a date in a Ford V8 and I want to 
wah hoo, wah hoo." I don't know how one "wah hoos" and I 
hope I never find out. Lillian wants Nine Miles from Home or 
Nine Miles from Town. Now this is tricky. Assume that the 
singer lives in the country. Would he sing "Nine Miles from 
Home" when he is in town and "Nine Miles from Town” when 
he is at home? And if he actually lives in town would the song 
only be sung when he is out in the country, preferably during 
a blizzard, on the trackless prairie, while going for the doc¬ 
tor? 

Several people are looking for friends or relatives and 
some of them have been out of touch for some time. Doris lost 
touch with a pen pal in the 1940s. Connie is looking for a girl 
she worked with in 1939. A World War II vet who was injured 
and returned home in 1945 wants to get in touch with 
comrades called, Polly, Twist, Mills and Becker. Dorene is 
looking for anyone who knows anything about her father who 
left when she was one year old. She was the youngest of eight 
children at the time. I'll bet her mama had one sweet life. 
Penny is looking for a man named Howard who may be 
related to her father who died of ALS. They need his medical 
history so that other family members can be prepared in case 
it runs in the family. 

There are lots more interesting ads but here is my fa¬ 
vorite: "Wanted: to give an apology that is 55 years overdue.

It seems every 
weekend you turn around and 
someone else is trying to sell you 
some crocheted wonder. 

This Friday the Bergthal 
Mennonite Church is offering a 
craft show with a twist. 

Ten Thousand Villages is a craft 
show that features handmade 
items from all over the world. The 
majority of them being made in 
community co-ops. 

Frieda Derksen, a volunteer 
with Ten Thousand Villages, says 
they sell crafts from 25 to 30 coun¬ 
tries, both through their special 
craft shows and through their 
stores in Calgary. 

The show is being held at the 
Elks Hall on Friday, Nov. 14 from 
10 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

We get all sorts of different 
things, from nativity scenes from 
El Salvador to wall hangings from 
Peru to handmade paper from 
Thailand," says Derksen. 

Ten Thousand Villages, for¬ 
mally known as Crafts of the World, 
orders directly from the produc¬ 
ers of the goods and ships them to 
a warehouse in Ontario. 

"Our people go to the producers 
and make sure the quality is good 
as well,” says Derksen. "All the 
crafts are priced at the warehouse 
as well, so there is uniform pricing 
across Canada.' 

Some other unique crafts of¬ 
fered by Ten Thousand Villages 
are brass items from India, pottery 
from Vietnam, carvings from 
Kenya, wooden items from Bang¬ 
ladesh, and moccasins from the 
Paigan and Bigfoot tribes of Canada.

SOMETHING IN THE EYE 


For contact wearers, here are 
a couple of tips on what to do 
when you get something (that 
doesn't belong there) in your 
eye. 

With the hard lenses, it is 
quite possible for a piece of soot 
or dirt to fall into the eye and 
become trapped between the lens 
and the cornea. A good way to 
get it out is to hold the upper lid 
firmly against the bone under the 
eyebrow and blink violently. If 
the foreign particle still remains, 
you will have to take the lens out 
and rinse it off. 

With the soft lenses, once 
they're in place, it is nearly 
impossible for anything to get 


between the cornea and the lens. 
However, it can happen while 
putting them on. Don't ignore 
any unusual sensation hoping it 
will go away. Take the lens out 
and rinse it off as often as 
necessary until it feels right. A 
tiny hair or fragment of thread 
may defy several rinsings before 
it finally comes off.

Day Care Funding Changes 


The Alberta Government is changing the way it funds day 
cares in the province so that more funding is available for 
families who most need it. 


Right now, day cares receive government funding in two 
ways: through an Operating Allowance (which is paid to 
day cares for every child registered, regardless of family 
income) and through the Child Care Subsidy program 
(which fully or partially subsidizes the day care fees of 
low income families). 

Child Care Subsidy: 

• The current maximum monthly subsidy is: $300 for 
children and $370 for infants 

• April 1998: monthly subsidies will rise by an average 
of $80 

•April 1999: monthly subsidies will rise again, by an 
average of $20 

•Total average increase over two years: $100 dollars 
per child 

• Eligibility criteria will broaden so more families can 
qualify 


Operating Allowance: 

• The current monthly average rate is: $69 per child 

• April 1998: the monthly average rate will be $25 per 
child 

• April 1999: the Allowance will be eliminated 


Day Care Regulations: the regulations will be 
streamlined so that day cares can more easily focus on 
providing quality child care.

Beverley Pentz wants you to 
feel at home when you step 
through the door to her The 
Tea Cozy and Gift Shoppe, and 
the atmosphere does just that.

What 
could be more cozy or more 
Canadian? 

Even the ladies running the 
shop make you think of things 
cozy, Pentz's mother Betty is 
helping with the operations of 
the store. 

"I feel the stuff I sell are 
things once you have them, you 
want to keep them or pass them 
on to another friend," says 
Pentz. 

And more than just shop¬ 
ping for that perfect keepsake 
or gift, customers can enjoy 
lunch, desert or just a cup of 
steaming tea. Her first menu 
offerings come with the warm 


fuzzy name, "Fall Comfort 
Foods." 

Pentz just opened her shop 
last week and yet, she remains 
calm, cool and collected. 

"I am a strong believer that if 
you go gently through life op¬ 
portunities will sort of fall in 
front of you," she says with a 
smile. That is exactly what hap¬ 
pened to land this typically city 
girl into the warm arms of this 
community.

"It just seems like a cozy 
little town that is reminiscent 
of a place before technology 
made everything faster." 

Cozy is the idea and The 
Tea Cozy and Gift Shop pulls 
it off without a hitch. 

Almost all of the candles, 
paintings, lace, teddy bears, 
furniture, knick knacks, 
blown glass, and of course tea 
cozies, are hand made by Ca¬ 
nadian artists. That is some¬ 
thing that Pentz is very proud 
of. 

In fact, she has such a close 


working relationship with 
some of the artists she can 
have them customize things to 
match the decor of your home 
and she can also keep her price 
points lower than some of the 
bigger commercial stores. 

Pentz isn't against competi¬ 
tion. In fact, her idea is that 
there should be many busi¬ 
nesses similar to hers and to¬ 
gether they could offer every¬ 
thing a Didsbury gift shopper 
would ever need.

Coalition formed against Wheat Board Act 


A coalition of farm and busi¬ 
ness organizations has been 
formed in opposition to Bill C-4, 
the new Canadian Wheat Board 
(CWB) Act. 

The coalition, which includes 
the Canadian Canola Growers 
Association, Saskatchewan 
Canola Growers Association, 
Manitoba Canola Growers Asso¬ 
ciation, Alberta Canola Produc¬ 
ers Commission, Canadian 
Oilseed Processors Association, 
Canadian Federation oflndepend- 
ent Business, Winnipeg Commod¬ 
ity Exchange, Western Barley 
Growers Association, Flax Grow¬ 


ers of Western Canada, Oats Pro¬ 
ducers Association of Alberta, 
Alberta Winter Wheat Produc¬ 
ers Commission and the Western 
Canadian Wheat Growers Asso¬ 
ciation is united against the in¬ 
clusion clause which provides a 
mechanism to add crops to the 
Wheat Board. 

"Farmers have not asked to 
have their marketing choices 
taken away," says coalition 
spokesperson Kevin Archibald. 
"We fail to see how the govern¬ 
ment can justify a clause that is 
universally opposed by groups 
representing the producers of 


these crops." 

The coalition is proposing that 
both the inclusion and exclusion 
clauses be withdrawn from the 
legislation. Archibald says the 
competing clauses will only lead 
to more turmoil among farmers, 
and since the elected board of 
directors will have little real 
power are not necessary. 

"The Minister and the govern¬ 
ment will continue to dictate how 
the Wheat Board operates, so we 
see little sense in having the 
directors spinning their wheels 
in a political debate," says 
Archibald. "If the government is 


sincere when it says the inclu¬ 
sion clause is a matter of fair¬ 
ness, then we're saying take them 
both out.” 

Archibald says the inclusion 
clause, if triggered, would be a 
divisive and destructive exercise 
that could do irreparable damage 
to Canada's position in upcoming 
trade negotiations and jeopard¬ 
ize investments, value added 
processing and job-creation. 

Coalition members are con¬ 
cerned that if the inclusion clause 
can be added to the legislation 
against the wishes of farmers, 
then it could be used to manipu¬ 


late the marketing debate in the 
future. The government's refusal 
to allow a dual marketing ques¬ 
tion in the Barley Vote is a prime 
example, says Archibald. 

Some coalition members 
were in Ottawa last week lob¬ 
bying the parliamentary com¬ 
mittee studying the legisla¬ 
tion. Coalition members may 
place different priorities on 
certain aspects of Bill C-4, but 
are united in their opposition 
to the legislation as a whole 
and the inclusion clause in 
particular. Further activities 
are being considered.

Stress and farm safety CPR discontinues line

He was baling straw and the 
machinery wouldn't cooperate. 
It kept breaking down and by 
late afternoon his sense of humor 
was gone, and that is when acci¬ 
dents happen. Winter is coming, 
the whole day has been wasted, 
and stress levels are high. He got 
out to check the latest problem 
but left the baler running, tripped 
and fell into the machine losing 
both arms. (Agrifamily Business, 
Oct. 1995). 

One of the most dangerous 
consequences of prolonged stress 
is the effect on our senses. We 
became less sensitive and less 
efficient, pay less attention to 
what is happening around us 
and less attention to detail. Such 
diminished reactions will cause 
us to ignore signals that would 
normally be seen as danger, lead¬ 
ing to mistakes which can be¬ 
come accidents. 

Ken Imhoff of the Saskatch¬ 
ewan Farm Stress Line writes 
that during the busiest times 
during the farm work year (seed¬ 
ing and harvest) the stress line 
actually receives fewer calls. This 
suggests that farmers are so fo¬ 
cused on the work to be done 
that personal, family, financial 
and farm business issues are set 
aside until the work is done. 
This doesn't mean that there is 
no stress associated with critical 
farm operations. Consider the 
impact of weather, machine 
breakdown, fatigue and little 


sleep. Farmers need to be aware 
of the effect such stress has upon 
them, and the danger severe stress 
brings. 

Stress increases blood pres¬ 
sure, makes us more susceptible 
to disease, leads to overeating, 
alcoholism and depression. A de¬ 
clining interest in family and 


friends, shortened attention span, 
loss of interest in things formally 
enjoyed and poor problem solv¬ 
ing ability often result. 

Some stress reduction tech¬ 
niques for farmers are; take a 
break, even 15 minutes out of the 
cab at meal times can be refresh¬ 
ing, switch jobs, others are will¬ 
ing to learn and able to help, get 
a good nights sleep and last ask 
for help. Family members care 
about each other. Don’t turn away 
a helping hand.

This fall even the Hollywood 
Studios are trying to cash in on 
the fresh, low budget look of last 
year's hits.

It only means good news for the 
average movie goer tired of see- 
ingthe same story each time they 
visit the local movie house. 

This week there are two mov¬ 
ies that have placed themselves 
on the hit lists across the country 
and are doing strong business in 
Calgary, they ar eThe Full Monty 


and Seven Years in Tibet. 

The Full Monty is going to be 
one of the most successful UK 
exports sinceFour Weddings and 
a Funeral, the movie that 
launched Hugh Grant as a major 
star in North America. 

The Full Monty is a feel good 
story about six out of work steel 
workers from Sheffield who feel 
somewhat threatened when the 
Chippendale’s male strip show 
comes to town. 

The story sees these six men, 


led by Gaz (Robert Carlyle), a di¬ 
vorced unemployed dad who just 
wants to make enough money so 
he can continue seeing his son, 
decide that they can bring to Shef¬ 
field women their own unique 
version of the male stripper. 

The men are a true motley crew, 
among them an over-weight im¬ 
potent man, a skinny pasty colored 
security guard, a tanned out of 
work foreman, an over-the-hill 
dancer who claims his break-danc¬ 
ing days are probably behind him, 
a man who can't dance or do any¬ 
thing but whose greatest asset lies 
underneath his pants and Gaz. 

Their draw though is that they 
go all the way, that is to say, the 
full monty. 

The Full Monty is a film that 
is probably one of the best and 
most universally appealingfilms 
ever to come out of Britain. 

The more universal theme of 
parenthood, love and marriage 
makes it more accessible to the 
average movie-goer than previ¬ 
ous movies such as 
Trainspotting. 

Seeing it in the theatre one 


only realizes this is true, with peo¬ 
ple in their 20's with many 
piercings, sitting next to senior 
ladies with polyester pants. 

Carlyle will be familiar to any¬ 
one who saw Trainspotting, 
though it may take a while to real¬ 
ize it is the same actor. 

I n Trainspotting he played lead 
character's Mark Renton's psy¬ 
chotic friend Francis Begbie. A 
part that made him hardly like¬ 
able at all. 

Yet in The Full Monty you feel 
for his character as he tries to 
bring his plan of hometown male 
strippers to fruition, all the while 
trying to get closer to his son. 

The movie is not so much about 
the male strippers as it is about 
friendship and going all the way 
in more respects than just taking 
your knickers oflT. 

Seven Years in Tibet is a very 
different movie than The Full 
Monty and is Hollywood's latest 
documentation of the trials of Ti¬ 
bet and of the Dalai Lama.

It is the true story of Austrian

and befriends the young Dalai 
Lama. 

It stars Hollywood heart throb 
Brad Pitt, who manages to pull off 
a complicated roll. Harrer is not 
the most charming of individuals, 
yet through the film you side with 
him as he teaches the young Dalai 
Lama about life, and learns much 
in return of the rich world of Tibet 
is about to come to an end. 

The mo vie spans the years from 
the end of the second world war to 
the Chinese occupation of Tibet, 
something that has become Holly¬ 
wood's cause of choice in the last 
decade, with many actors, musi¬ 
cians and directors joining the 
fight to free Tibet. 

The movie is a serious study, 
yet not thoroughly indepth. It is 
a rather lightweight production.

Thewlis joined the list of many 
who are now banned from enter¬ 
ing China and thus Tibet, because 
they made this film. 

Visually stunning, the film is 
worth seeing on the big screen 
and the soundtrack filled with the 
chants of Tibetan monks and the 
music of John Williams makes for 
a memorable cinema experience. I 
expected to be bored by this film 
and was pleasently surprised, 
though the pace is slow, it is not 
boring. 

Those who think Pitt is only a 
pretty face will be surprised by his 
measured performance, his Aus¬ 
trian accent is authentic and never 
overplayed. 

Unfortunately this may be the 
last remnants of the Tibetan cul¬ 
ture we will ever see, as the Chi¬ 
nese cultural genocide continues. 
The Dalai Lama is now in hiding 
in India, and China has a firm hold 
on destroying the holiest city in 
Tibet, Lhasa, where the movie is 
set. 

Seven Years in Tibet is a movie 
that is worth seeing, if only to 
educate ourselves on one of the 
world's most mysterious religions, 
cultures and people.
